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MAYOR’S INAUGURAL ADDRESS 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


We are convened today because, in the opinion of a 
large majority of the citizens of our city, we are considered 
worthy of the high offices conferred upon us, and because, 
in their opinion, we are regarded as capable of employing 
sound judgment, discretion, and prudence in the man- 
agement of their affairs. I feel very grateful to my fellow- 
citizens for the honor which they have again conferred 
on me at this time, feeling that their action is a public 
endorsement of the policy followed by me throughout my 
past administration. 


Because of this acknowledgment, it is my intention to 
maintain a strict adherence to this policy during the com- 
ing year. In order to do this, it is very essential that I 
have your hearty co-operation and support. We must 
be ever mindful of the fact that wherever there are honors, 
so too are there responsibilities and burdens. We have 
accepted the honors; we must accept the accompanying 
obligations, and | know of no better or surer way of meet- 
ing these obligations than for each one to forget any sec- 
tional or partisan spirit which he may have held, considering 
himself a servant of no special party, of no particular class, 
or no singular creed, but rather a public servant of the 
entire community, ready and willing at all times to dis- 
charge any duty placed upon him in such a manner that 
it will be beneficial to the citizens as a whole and tend 
to advance the material welfare of our city. 


I trust that each one of us during this coming year will 
dwell often on the economic conditions of our city, giving 
serious thought to every expenditure of money, no matter 
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how small the item. I shall expect this spirit to prevail 
not only among the individuals concerned but also among 
the various departments, for I feel that, to conducta suc- 
cessful administration, unity of action is most essential. 

If this spirit of economy and co-operation is carried 
out, we are sure to attain our end, which, after all, is noth- 
ing more or less than to satisfy the good citizens who have 
intrusted their affairs to our keeping. 

According to figures presented by our city clerk, I find 
the financial status of the city to be as follows:

HIGHWAYS AND SIDEWALKS 


The work done by this department during the past 
year is, in my opinion, worthy of commendation. Our 
roads and sidewalks may be compared with those of any 
of our neighboring cities and the comparison will be found 
to be most favorable. Since this department, perhaps 
is closest to our citizens, rare judgment has to be exercised 
at all times, so that the money expended may bring results 
that are beneficial to all. 1 believe if you will review with 
me the work done by the department during my last ad- 
ministration, you will agree that the rarest of judgment 
has been exercised to such an extent that our realizations 
far surpassed our greatest expectations. 


A new stretch of State road was built on High street 
which incurred the expenditure of a great deal of money, 
not only on the State road itself, but also in conditioning 
the outlying roads to Dover and Rochester so that travel 
over these roads might be engaged in without danger. 
The old State road was in a deplorable condition, and I 
feel that the new road is well worth the money spent, both 
from the point of view of business as well as of pleasure. 
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The road was built by the Ames Construction Company 
but, to meet with the terms of the State contract, was 
at all times under the supervision of the State and Federal 
engineers. The system used by them is known as the 
Penetration System, a little more expensive at first cost, 
it is true, but much more economical in the end, accord- 
ing to the figures of expert engineers. 


Last year I recommended the macadamizing of the 
various hills, as I considered it would mean money saved 
in the end. J am still of the same opinion. Nor have I 
changed my opinion regarding Washington, South, and 
Franklin streets. ‘These roads, especially at this time each 
year, are comparable only to country roads and so far as 
public utility is concerned are of no service to the city 
whatsoever. Even if we ignore the fact that these three 
streets are the principal connecting links between our state 
highway and the business heart of our city and if macada- 
mized would have a tendency to facilitate traffic conditions 
the disgraceful appearance, the false impressions conveyed 
to tourists passing through our city along our state high- 
way, civic pride if nothing more should compel us to make 
these necessary improvements. Should our financial con- 
ditions permit, I would most certainly recommend macadam 
for all three of the roads mentioned. A new stretch of 
road covering about half the distance from Depot street 
to New Dam mill was built last year. As this is the prin- 
cipal connecting road between that section of our city 
and the business district I would recommend its immediate 
completion. : 


Regarding the Rollinsford road on the lower part of 
Main street, if it is possible to obtain the aid sought from 
the State I would recommend the construction of a macadam ~ 
road, 


The condition of our sidewalks throughout the city is 
most gratifying. Last year granolithic walks were laid 
on the easterly side of Green street, from Church court 
to Washington street, and on Green street and Franklin 
street around the building known as the Jeneau Block. 
Wishing to economize as much as possible on initial costs 
during the past year, the department felt that conditions 
did not warrant the extensive building of granolithic walk 
at this time and so confined itself to the use of concrete. 
Walks of this material were built on Hamilton street; on 
both sides of Washington street from High to Green; on 
both sides of High street: from Washington to Franklin; 
on the northerly side of Water street from Main to Union; 
on both sides of Walnut street; on Green street from Pine 
to School street; and stretches here and there on Pleasant, 
Peanut fayette, Depot, and: Third’ streets. :For -this 
coming year I recommend the resurfacing of the entire 
walk on the so-called New Dam road. Any other ad- 
ditional walks I would leave to the selection of the Com- 
mittee on Roads, Bridges, and Drains. 


Last year I suggested the purchase of a pair of horses 
and equipment for the department. From _ observations 
made during the past year, however, I feel that although 
the department would be benefited to a certain degree by 
such a purchase, nevertheless results far more successful 
economically, could be acquired by the purchase of motor 
trucks. The trend of the times seems to be toward mo- 
torization, and when we change our system it will be far 
cheaper to engage immediately in modern methods,. with- 
out going through the intermediate stages. The type of 
motor trucks that would meet the requirements of a city 
of this size would not have to be excessive in size or price, 
and would be much more efficient and far less costly to 
the city than the method now followed. Being of this 


opinion, I recommend the purchase of at least one such 
truck as an experiment. 


WATER WORKS 


Frequent analysis of the water made by the State Labora- 
tory of Hygiene prove it to be free from bacteria and suitable 
for domestic and drinking purposes. 


The machinery is in very good condition and will re- 
quire very little attention this year. The building used 
as a coal shed js in need of minor repairs and I would sug- 
gest that these be made as soon-as possible. ; 


During the year the water main was extended from 
West High street to the Forest Glade and Mt. Calvary 
cemeteries, while on Green Street and Indigo Hill road, 
connecting with the old system at Main Street and Indigo Hill 
road, 1,600 feet of 6-inch cast iron mains were laid. This ad- 
dition furnishes a much better water supply to the section 
known as New Dam, and with the two new hydrants placed 
on the Indigo Hill road, provides for better protection 
in case of fire. As yet no hydrant has been placed on 
Central street and I would recommend that one be placed 
there this year. I would also recommend the extension 
of the water main on High street from Central Park to the 
city line, so that connection could be made with the Dover 
line. ‘This would serve as a protection to both cities against 
any possible shortage of water. 


The management of this department is to be commended. 
Financially it has been self-sustaining and has turned over 
to the city government a surplus of close to: $5,000.00, 
which is remarkable when the condition of the city is taken 
into consideration. ‘This surplus increases my confidence 
in the water meter system and I recommend its continuance 
and extension. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The surety of property in every city depends upon the 
efficiency of this department, which places it among the 
“most important of our departments. Adequate protec- 
tion from fire is expected by the people and I believe they 
are within their rights when they make their demands. 
To increase the efficiency of this department several radical 
changes and iG provements were made last year. 


A beautiful “ast building known as the Central Fire 
Station was constructed on Pleasant Street to replace the 
unsightly houses which formerly held our fire apparatus. 
This new building, besides holding the fire apparatus, has 
a separate room for our fire alarm system, an up-to-date 
hose rack for the drying of hose, a spacious cellar for the 
supplies of the department, a meeting room for the fire- 
men, and suitable quarters for the driver of the motor 
truck. 


Previous to July 1, 1924, the old hand-drawn apparatus 
was in use. On the above date, an American LaFrance 
triple combination pumper of the modern type of fire trucks 
was placed in service. At the same time the department 
was re-organized. Instead of the 80 call men formerly used 
under the old system, there are at present 32 first-call men 
who respond with the apparatus, and 22 second-call men 
who are in readiness, if needed. 


The newly-organized department has been in existence 
but a very short time. In the short period, however, 
we have had several occasions on which the opportunity 
was given to judge its merits and demerits. The efficient 
work done on every occasion has proved the wisdom of 
the change. The speed with which the men, as well as 
the necessary fire fighting equipments are transported to 
the various parts of the city shows that at last the people’s 
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demands for adequate fire protection have been fulfilled. 
As a further improvement in this department, I hope that 
during this coming year, or at some time in the near future, 
we will see our way clear to replace that antiquated hand- 
drawn ladder truck, now in service, by a modern motor 
ladder-truck. Considering the public service rendered, 
the department is maintained at a very low cost. 


FOREST GLADE CEMETERY® 


Very little need be said about this department, as the 
methods employed by the Trustees and Superintendent 
cannot very well be improved upon. 


Last year, in answer to the requests of the Trustees, 
the water main was extended to the grounds of the ceme- 
tery. I am given to understand that it is the intention 
of the Trustees to continue this system into the grounds 
this coming year. Plans are being made to improve the 
appearance of the iron fence fronting the cemetery, as 
well as the set of buildings at the lower part of the grounds. 


The donation given the cemetery by the late Charles 
E. Lougee for a gate and a 1,500 feet extension of the fence 
will be put into use as soon as conditions permit. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Board of Trustees and the Librarian in charge of 
the department have fulfilled their offices in a very com- 
petent manner. ‘Their selection of books has been governed 
almost entirely by the demands created by the public. 
This is an example of rare judgment, since only in“ this 
way could the real purpose of the library be fulfilled. 

The interior of the library is obviously in need of paint, 
and I recommend that this be done as soon as possible. 
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PLAYGROUNDS 


The financial status of our citizens during the past year 
has handicapped the work of the Trustees of our play- 
ground. Business conditions have been such that out- 
side subscriptions have been greatly decreased. | Despite 
these drawbacks, I trust that for the sake of the little visitors 
who frequent this ideal spot, some means may be found 
to keep up the good work that has been done in the past. 


I believe that even more interest could be stimulated 
among the older people in general than already exists, 
if the baseball diamond could be put in better condition. 
The trustees undoubtedly realize the possibilities in this 
direction and will give it their attention when conditions 
appear to be favorable. 


SCHOOLS 


The system of education employed by our schools re- 
quires very little discussion. ‘The standard maintained 
by any school must be judged alone by the achievements 
of its graduates. ‘Therefore in our case we must judge our 
standard by the reports from the different educational 
institutions to which our graduates have gone for advanced 
training. In every instance these reports have been ex- 
tremely favorable. Our pupils have competed with those 
from the different schools throughout the State and have 
proved themselves equally capable of meeting all the re- 
quirements of the higher institutions. This leaves no 
question or doubt as to the-efficiency of our system and 
reflects the greatest credit upon those in charge of the work. 
We can readily see that the money expended by this de- 
partment is small as compared to the excellent results se- 
cured. 


The school buildings, with the exception of the High

school, are in very good condition. Last year snow guards 
were put on the Chandler School building as a precaution 
against injuries that might occur from snow slides. I am 
still of the opinion that the cost of fuel for heating this 
building is excessive and should be remedied. This can 
be brought about only by the installation of a new heat- 
ing system. My reason for desiring the change, as stated 
on former occasions, is based on sound principles of economy. 
Money saved is money earned, and the money that could 
be saved on fuel each year would, in a short time, pay for 
the change of systems. 


The condition of the High School building is such that 
it is no longer fit to serve as an institution of learning. It 
has been, and is, a disgrace to our city and reflects nocredit — 
‘upon our citizens for allowing its existence. “Throughout 
the State it has become a joke, and when once visited by 
outsiders, causes them to wonder how our teachers can 
procure such good results from such an unsightly, dilapi- 
dated antique. Plaster off the walls; pails and pans to 
catch the water dripping in from the perforated roof; 
walls so pervious that a continuous struggle is being waged 
between the heat from within and the cold from without 
to see which will conquer; floors that most of us would 
offer apologies for if they were used in our garages; these 
and a hundred other defects compel me to state that the 
time has arrived when the citizens of this city must be 
made to realize that this building has served its term of 
usefulness and that, in so far as health is concerned, they 
are placing in peril every child who is compelled to attend 
school during the winter months. Other cities around us, 
with High school buildings in far better condition than 
ours, have built or are contemplating the building of new 
schools to meet the demands of modern education. They 
have in mind at all times the welfare of their future citizens 
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—their children—and I feel that it is about time that we 
take into consideration the welfare of ours. As I stated 
in my report last year, I would consider myself neither 
just nor honest if I dared to mention our High School build- 
ing in this address as anything but a disgrace to our citi- 
zens and our city and I am certainly favorable to a buiid- 
ing more modern and more adequate to the needs of both 
pupils and teachers. 


CONCLUSION 


Gentlemen: 


I have tried to present to you a review of the accomp- 
lishments of the various departments during the past year, 
and at the same time call to your attention such changes 
which I considered would prove beneficial to our city. 
I hope these recommendations will receive your earnest 
and serious deliberation and that any action taken on them 
will be governed solely by a singleness of purpose—civic 
welfare. 


This year our financial status apparently is not sO en- 
couraging as it was last year, and yet, in reality, there is 
very little substantial difference. The surplus on hand 
is much lower than it was at the beginning of the previous 
administration in terms of dollars and cents, but, to balance 
this condition, the city itself is far richer because of the 
practical improvements that have been made, every one 
of which was a public necessity and in keeping with the 
demands made by the general public. 


The unsettled conditions of labor created a situation 
that taxed the efforts of every public agent as to what 
course was best to follow. Our citizens had to be kept in 
town, if possible, and the conclusion was finally reached 
that this was the time to repair our roads, when we could 
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have it done by our own local men. After we had made 
our decision on this matter we were confronted with the 
fact that: there had* been: a; depreciation ‘inthes wage 
of taxable property of more than a million dollars. The 
conclusion was reached that our program of improvement 
had to be abandoned, or that our tax rate must be raised 
to meet the required payments, or that we must resort to 
the use of the surplus fund which we had on hand. 


For the reasons just given, I did not think it advisable 
to abandon the improvement program, as all were econ- 
omic necessities to our city. Neither could I see any jus- 
tice to our citizens in raising their tax rates with such ad- 
verse conditions existing throughout the city. The most 
expedient course open seemed to be the use of the surplus - 
fund, for in my mind it is sound logic to conclude that 
money is saved during periods of prosperity to be of ser- 
vice during periods of adversity. 


I have stated these facts at this time so that you may 
thoroughly understand the task you have undertaken to 
do. This advent of the new year presents no signs of an 
increase in taxable valuation, and we must not entertain 
any thought of increasing our present tax rate. ‘This means 
that for the coming municipal year we must adopt a policy 
of the most rigid economy, curtailing in every possible 
way any expense that is not an absolute necessity to the 
city. We must keep in mind the impossibility of any im- 
provement in any section of the city which is not absolutely 
imperative. 


I openly seek your co-operation in every matter that 
may arise. I feel that I am going to receive it. I know 
that you are going to receive mine, for should I act other- 
wise I should feel guilty of betraying the greatest trust 
ever placed in man, that of the general public. If we

Department 


The number of alarms responded to, including general, 
still and telephone, numbered eighty-nine. 


The department consists of thirty-two first call, and 
twenty-two second call men. 


The apparatus consists of an American LaFrance triple 
combination motor pumper, one hand-drawn ladder truck, 
and four hand-drawn hose carriages. The two former 
pieces are located at the Central Fire Station, Pleasant 
street; the latter, two at Deluge 1, Main street, and two 
at Conqueror 4, on the hill. The hose carriages are loaded, 
and ready for use at any time. 
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The past year, especially during the fall and winter 
months, was a busy one for this department. Most of the 
calls responded to during the latter part of the: year were 
for chimney fires, due to the fact that much wood and 
soft coal were used for fuel. 


The lone motor piece which we have has performed per- 
fectly on all occasions, but we find ourselves badly in need 
of ladders. I trust that within the coming year conditions 
will be such that your Honorable Body will be in a position 
to remedy our ladder situation, by adding a city service 
ladder truck to our equipment. 


Fire Alarm System 


During the summer months quite extensive repairs and 
changes were made to our outside wires. The results ob- 
tained were very favorable, and so far, the System has 
given us little trouble. 


Since the installation of our motor truck, we have been 
able to increase our speed and efficiency, in responding 
to alarms and at scenes where hose and chemicals were 
needed. Our handicap is ladders. 


I recommend to your Honorable Body the purchasing 
of a truck, with full ladder equipment, and a chemical 
tank mounted on same. 


I thank the Committee on Fire Department for their 
assistance during the past year, and all others who have 
appreciated the wish of a Department which is striving 
to serve our city faithfully.

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REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


Somersworth, N. H., March 1, 1926. 
To the Trustees of the Somersworth Public Library: 


Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted my seventh annual 
report as Librarian; this report covers the period from 


February 28, 1925, to March 1, 1926. 


Although nothing unusual has occurred the past year, 
the routine work of the library has been carried on as here- 
tofore. 


Observation of what is being done in the library to serve 
the public can but prove that the work has been satis- 
factory. During the year 27,885 books were loaned for 
home reading; the present average is 4.01 books per capita 
annual circulation, which is a creditable figure when there 
are taken into consideration the number of non-English- 
speaking people and the population of a non-reading class 
in Somersworth. 


New books have been added twice a month and much 
has been done to advertise useful and new books. Through- 
out the library are lists and bulletin boards; there are lists 
of worth while books, detective and mystery stories and 
others. The Free Press grants us space for our lists of 
additions and copies of these are available at the library 
for free distribution. 


Suggestions and aids to students have been freely offered; 
we do not claim infallibility in this respect, but we do have 
the ideal and the rule of unjaded, unwearied, unassuming 
service and interest for every patron. But assisting readers 


56 


is our business, and it requires more than the ordinary 
amount of calmness and good humor to carry on helpfully 
with the hundreds of readers of all ages, classes, and dis- 
positions who visit our library. 


Work has been done not only with the schools of this 
city, but with students from Sullivan High School, South 
Berwick Academy, and the University of New Hampshire. 


During the year 886 new books were accessioned, mak- 
ing a total of 15,593 volumes in the library, together with 
450 pamphlets which are catalogued. 


Last summer the library was redecorated, making a 
much-needed improvement in its appearance. The di- 
lapidated marble tablets at the entrance were replaced 
by new ones neatly marked with the library hours. 


If there is any municipal department which deserves 
liberal treatment this year it is the library. New stacks 
are badly needed, as I mentioned in my last report. It 
is hoped the Trustees will submit to the city finance com- 
mittee an adequate estimate for our use and not a “‘closely 
shaven” budget. During the coming year the Librarian 
wishes among other plans for progress: 


To furnish more and better books for the children. 
To supply more books in the adult department. 
To co-operate with the schools in greater measure than 


heretofore. 


These plans and the present high cost of books, which 
shows no tendency toward diminishing, cause me to urge 
an increase in the appropriation over that granted last 
year. ee 


, Thanks are due the Trustees and my assistant, Mrs. 
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Winn, without whose combined efforts our year’s work 
would have been more difficult, less pleasant, and the re- 
sult certainly less useful to our patrons.

2. 


Never pull a box for a fire seen at a distance. 


Never pull a box while the alarm bells are ringing, 
not until a box has completed its four rounds. ‘Two 
boxes cannot operate together, and neither will 
work if two are pulled at the same time. Never 
pull two alarms or two boxes for the same fire. 


To ring in an alarm, break the glass in the key-box 
and open the outside door with the key. Pull down 
the brass crank seen inside, till it stops, then let 
go. Then let the box alone. The clock will be seen 
or heard to be running, and the alarm will follow 
in half a minute or so. Close the door, but do not 
try to remove the key, as it is locked in track lock 
and can only be removed by a release key, which 
is carried by each engineer, who will, as soon as 
convenient, release and return it. Remember that 
the firemen will come directly to the box which 
has been’ pulled, and be sure that some one stays 
at the box to direct them to the fire. 


Never pull an alarm for a fire seen at a distance. Never 
touch a box except to give an alarm of fire. Give 
an alarm for no cause other than actual fire. Don’t 
give an alarm for a chimney fire.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Board, 
Somersworth, N. H. 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my sixth annual 
report as Superintendent of your schools. 


This report aims to discuss somewhat fully a few of 
the major problems of the school system, such as health, 
physical education, the Union street school, and the 
High school. 


Attendance 


About four years ago the school year for the Elementary 
grades was changed from 38 to 36 weeks, thereby shorten- 
ing the school year by two weeks. On the other hand, 
the number of terms was changed from three to four. 
In 1920-21 the number of half-days in which the schools 
were in session amounted to 345.4. In 1925-26 the num- 
ber of half-days in which the schools were in session amount- 
ed to 337.7, or 7.7 less. By re-arranging the school calen- 
dar the number of half-days lost is more than offset by 
the fact that the last: three terms are shorter. Conse- 
quently, neither teachers nor pupils are as tired as they 
were at the close of the former long terms. 


The matter of tardiness deserves special commenda- 
tion. Out of an aggregate attendance of 147,265 for 
the year there were only 142 cases of tardiness, or less 
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than 1 in a 1000. The percentage of the attendance 
for the school system was very good, 95.32%. The ac- 
eompanying table gives the enrollment for the past five 
years.

This rapid decrease in numbers is due largely to the 
opening of the Holy Trinity Parochial School, and to a 
minor degree to the fact that the shoe factory has closed 
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and the Great Falls Mfg. Co. employs fewer people. 
At the present time five of the eight class-rooms are in 
use, three by regular teachers and two by Manual Train-- 
ing, thus leaving three rooms entirely unused.

The above items do not include water, repairs, and 
other expenses incident to the upkeep of an eight-room 
building. 


The School Board at its regular meeting on June 16, 
voted to close the Union Street Building until such time 
as the number of pupils would warrant opening it. 


Physical Education 


Physical Education should be along two lines. First, 
lays and games which attract the interest and absorb 
the attention of the boy or girl. Second, corrective 
gymnastics. This work is intended to correct any phy- 
sical deformity which the child may have and to insure 
as far as possible good posture. 


In the first four grades and to some extent in the fifth 
grade, folk dancing, plays and games, and marching to 
music have been found very helpful. Beginning with 
the fifth grade, however, the physical training must, of 
necessity, be of the more formal type. Since February, 
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1926, Mr. Swann has directed the physical education 
from the fifth grade through the High school. The ob- 
ject of this instruction is to insure, among other results, 
good posture habits. Incidentally the child is stronger 
physically and concentrates more intensely upon the 
work in hand. Pupils from each grade were selected as 
leaders. Mr. Swann held a special class for the instruc- 
tion of these pupils every Monday afternoon. Through 
the co-operation of the teachers very good results have 
been secured in the grades. In the High school the girls 
to whom this course would have been extremely helpful, 
did not enter into the spirit of it, unfortunately. 


The question might be asked: What value has good 
posture anyway’ In the first place, we all admire the 
person who carries himself well, standing erect and being 
able to look one in the face. In the second place, good 
posture is very essential to health. Leaning over in a 
slovenly way displaces the vital organs so that they are 
not in a position to function properly, thus seriously 
impairing the health. Stooping, rounding shoulders crowd 
the lungs so that they do not perform their duty, lung 
trouble frequently resulting. 


A concrete description of what is being done in some 
cities along the lines of physical education is found on 
pages 23 and 24 of the School Report of the City of Wal- 
tham for the year 1925. From this Report I quote some- 
what at length: 


“The physical education program in the Junior High 
school-grades 7, 8, 9-carried on so that every child gets 
the opportunity for two fifty-minute periods in the gym- 
nasium each week. The work consists of general posture 
work—marching—drill—folk dancing and games. Dur- 
ing the good weather the classes are conducted out of 


doors. After-school athletics are given to all who care 
to enter them; field hockey is given in the Fall to the 
ninth grades, and soccer to the seventh and eighth grades 
—basketball is played by all three grades in the winter. 
Interscholastic competition in sports is discouraged in 
the Junior High schools, because of the age of the pupils, 
and the competition is confined to teams made up with- 
in each school. The posture program in the Junior High 
schools still needs more time and emphasis. To find the 
underlying causes and to supply right habits for wrong, 
presents no small task but will be well worth the effort if 
the reward can be an increased percentage of good pos- 
ture among the children. 


“In the Senior High School the girls are scheduled to 
come to the gymnasium for two periods of work a week. 
A physical examination by a physician, consisting of 
examination of heart, height, weight, lung capacity and 
a few health questions, is given each girl at the beginning 
of the school year. The work in the gymnasium consists 
of marching—general posture work—drills—dancing— 
apparatus work and games. ‘Two afterncons a week are 
devoted to competitive games such as field hockey and 
tennis in the fall, basketball in the winter and tennis inthe 
spring. Inter-class and league games are played in all 
of these sports and a tennis tournament is arranged each 
year.” 


We had an excellent baseball team in the High school 
this spring. If participation in competitive games could 
only be required of all boys and girls from grade 7 through 
the High school the physical welfare of the pupils would 
be promoted. This is the trend of physical education 
today as required by private schools, many colleges, and 
the more advanced public school systems.

Health Supervision 


There are approximately 1,400 pupils attending the 
public and parochial schools of the City of Somersworth. 
The school nurse, Miss Louise M. Smith, does the health 
supervision among the school children of the entire city. 
She has had the hearty co-operation of the directors of 
both St. Martin’s and Holy Trinity Parochial schools. 


The object of health work in the schools is not only 
to correct physical defects, but, equally important, to 
establish on the part of the growing boys and girls, right 
health habits which will make them more efficient wage 
earners, enable them to lead a happier life and in all pro- 
bability to live much longer. 


The following is a summary of a comprehensive report 
submitted April 6, 1926, at the request of Mayor P. M. 
Gagne.

The problem is how to secure corrections of such de- 
fects. Wherever possible the parent should, of course, 
pay a part or the whole of the necessary expenses. In 
some cases, however, where the parent is receiving low 
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wages and has to support a large family, no matter how 
much he may desire to do so, it is impossible for him to 
provide the necessary funds. The infuence of good 
teeth upon health is very generally admitted. Unfor- 
tunately parents too often neglect their children’s teeth. 
In many cities, and even in smaller districts, as Fpping, 
this work is taken over by. the schools and a dentist is 
employed and paid by the School Board. For instance, 
the 1925 School Report of the City of Concord shows 
that 39 dental clinics were held and 448 pupils were 
treated. There were 405 cleanings, 303 amalgam fill- 
ings, 155 cement fillings, and 490 extractions. 


Abilities and Tests 


While it is a general truth that ‘‘all men are born free 
and equal’ it is very evident from both class-room work 
and standardized tests that all children do not have equal 
ability in all subjects. Our minds, like our bodies, de- 
velop at unequal rates. A child of six may be as mature 
mentally as another child of eight or nine. One pupil 
at fourteen years of age may be educationally three or 
four years behind another pupil of twelve years of age. 
In the Grammar Grades it is possible to find four or five 
years difference in the ages of the pupils. 


These are facts that we must accept under the present 
organization of public and private schools. No other 
classification is possible, except by the organization of spe- 
cial classes. The Domestic and Manual Arts relieve 
this situation a great deal because the over-age pupil is 
getting something which will be of practical use to him 
later in life. The very important problem for the school 
systems is to see that every boy and girl is trained, 
developed and educated according to the abilities and 
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talents which he has. The slow dray horse and the 
thoroughbred racer are each very important in his place. 
Each has a duty to perform and should do SEay to the 
best of its ability. 


It is impossible to forecast what the child of sixteen 
will be at the age of forty-five. There are many other 
factors in success. besides so-called ‘‘book-learning.”’ 
Many a child of great promise mentally has amounted 
to little, while some of our greatest leaders have come 
from those who were rated as of lesser mentality. Other 
qualities, such as industry, frugality, persistence, hones- 
ty, high ideals and resolute purpose, are vital factors in 
the work of life. 


Review of the Fundamentals 


It is very important that High schoo! students should 
be thoroughly grounded in the fundamental operations 
of Arithmetic, that they should be able to spell correctly, 
know the location of the principal places mentioned in 
Geography, write a neat, legible hand, read under- 
standingly and be sufficiently conversant with the prin- 
ciples of English Grammar to enable them to know when 
they are speaking and writing correctly. Such a re- 
view has been definitely outlined in Institute Circular 
No. 114 of the State Department of Fducation. Ex- 
aminations are given by the State in two of the above- 
mentioned subjects every year. In May, 1925, tests 
were given in Arithmetic to the Junior class in the High 
school and in Spelling to all the students in the High 
school. The results were satisfactory. The school was 
above the state median in Arithmetic and also above 
the standard median, except in Multiplication. In sub- 
traction its record was 100%. It stood among the upper 
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ten high schools in Division. The Spelling was greatly 
improved by the additional instruction, there being only 
eight other high schools with higher ranks, in the State. 


In the examination in Silent Reading given May 25, 
1926, by the State Department of Education the results 
were very gratifying. | 


The High School 


Every citizen of Somersworth appreciates that we need 
a new high school building. Further, the physical con- 
dition of the present building is a serious handicap to 
the work of the school, as well as being unsanitary and 
therefore detrimental to the health of the boys and girls 
attending. 


There has been in the past few years a very strong 
demand in the High school for college preparation. This 
is very good so far as it goes. There should be, how- 
ever, a stronger demand for high school education itself. 
There are some who do not desire to go further than 
the High school. In order to create and foster this de- 
mand the general course of the program of studies has 
been adjusted, as far as possible under the conditions, 
to the needs of pupils who do not intend to go to college 
or to take the commercial course in order to prepare for 
a business career. This course gives a broad training, 
including social studies, as history and economics, four 
years of French, manual and domestic arts, and science. 
An opportunity is also afforded to elect typewriting. 


In conclusion I wish to express my full appreciation 
to the teachers, the school board, and the public for their 
co-operation during the past year, as well as the previous 
years. It is my desire that the public schools main- 
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tain a high standard of scholastic attainment, and at 
the same time do everything possible for the physical 
and moral welfare of those who attend.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL | 


June 14, 1926. 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


During the past year the work of the High school has 
proceeded with its usual smoothness and efficiency, a 
happy combination which is due in large part to the effec- 
tive co-operation, wisely fostered, between teachers and 
pupils. There has been no radical departure in policy 
either in administration or curricula, for though modern 
theories would seem to demand that extensive changes 
“be made from year to year, yet experience has led us to. 
refrain from meddling with that which is fruitful of good 
results. 


Of the nineteen members of last year’s graduating,class, 
nine entered the University of New Hampshire, one 
entered Harvard, one Wheaton, and three others entered 
schools of post-secondary grade. The reports which 
we have received relative to their work in these insti- 
tutions are highly gratifying, since they indicate that 
our graduates are sufficiently well trained not only in 
the subject matter of the curriculum but likewise in habits 
of concentration and logical thought to perform with 
credit the more exacting tasks demanded of them in 
institutions of collegiate grade. 


Education Week was observed by the school in the 
early part of the fall term. The class presidents, to whom 
the question of method was referred, decided that the 
nature of the exercises should be such as to appeal to all 
the visiting parents and friends. Consequently, an open 
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meeting of the Current Events Club was arranged in 
which topics of general interest were to be discussed. 
The astuteness of many of the participants, the erudition 
displayed, and the vigor of repartee were thoroughly 
enjoyed by the large number in attendance. 


The High school in competition with other schools 
in the county and the neighboring towns in Maine has 
again won honor and recognition for its ability to train 
pupils in the expression of ideas in clear and concise Eng- 
lish. The subject and title of the current essay was: 
“The Many-sided Franklin.” ‘The first prize was awarded 
to Miss Doris Paradis. By her efforts she won not 
only the individual prize of five dollars but likewise the 
school prize of twenty-five dollars, which sum is deposited 
in the Somersworth Savings Bank as a special school fund 
to be used at the discretion of the headmaster. 


The setting-up exercises which of late years have be- 
come an integral part of school life were continued dur- 
ing the two winter terms under the leadersh'p of the 
Senior boys. Later in the term an instructor was secured 
whose time was largely devoted to the elimination of 
defects in posture. 


We find that the mortality in the Freshman class has 
not assumed the proportions of previous years, and yet 
it is somewhat too high to be altogether encouraging. 
This year out of forty-one in the entering class seven 
dropped out, a percentage of seventeen. It would ap- 
pear that such losses year after year are due to the fact 
that we are trying to teach the child something he should 
never try to learn. Among those who come here with a 
definite purpose and a will to work there are comparatively 
few failures; the mortality occurs in that group which 
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needs constant encouragement and for whom courses 
of study should be created which will fit their needs. 


In New Hampshire, public high schools are no longer 
looked upon as being solely preparatory schools for a 
select group of colleges. There was a time when high 
schools were thought to exist for no other purpose, but 
of late years the pendulum has swung to the other ex- 
treme; that is, from an intensive study of the classics 
to an extensive curriculum embracing the physical sciences, 
social studies and continuation work. The theory is that 
the child be trained for better living rather than as mere 
erist for some particular college. Whatever merits. the 
one side or the other of the argument may possess, the 
fact remains that the requirements as specified by the 
Commissioner of Education completely ignore the college 
preparatory side and place particular stress upon the 
socializing of the whole curriculum. Since most of our 
graduates enter the University of New Hampshire, the 
system is well adapted to their needs, yet the more exacting 
demancs of the college entrance examinations for which 
we are occasionally called upon to prepare students, 
place us at a decided disadvantage in competition with 
those schools whose sole purpose is that of college prepara- 
tion. This is a problem to which much thought should 
be given during the coming year. 


Again the teachers of the High school wish to express 
to you their deep appreciation for the many helpful sug- 
gestions with which you lightened their work during the 
past year.

Gentlemen: 


_Each year in looking back over the achievements of 
the students, it is well to apply the measuring stick. Pro- 
gress should be present in the form of greater perfection 
and variety. One more thing should be felt, if not actually 
seen, and that is enthusiasm. 


The greater the amount of enthusiasm among the- 
students the greater the product turned in to the instruc- 
tor. Thus each year, I attempt to bring variation and 
interest to the students, in order that their enthusiasm 
may not become stagnant.

There are always 
children entering the schools who have had no previous 
training.

Most 
students enjoy poster-making and this is not only good 
training but is always very practical work. Likewise, 
many students find the planning and executing of decora- 
tions very fascinating, and we have, found the oppor- 
tunity to do a liberal amount of this type of work this 
year. 
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This year we omitted the exhibition, which has for- 
merly taken place, but we hope to make that a part of 
the project for the coming year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DOMESTIC 
ARTS 


To the Superintendeni of Schools and Members of the School 
Beard: 


Gentlemen: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual re- 
port of the work completed in the Domestic Arts De- 
partment of the Somersworth schools. 


The aim of the course in cooking is to teach the child- 
ren the cost, value, preparation of the proper kinds of 
food, and the serving of such in the average home of to- 
day. In sewing the aim is to make the correct types 
of clothing, to select the proper kinds of materials, to 
compare the cost and quality of ready-made garments 
with those of their own make, and to care for their own 

clothing. 


In grade six the pupils have learned all the fundamental 
stitches and the use of the sewing machine. They have 
made aprons for their cooking classes, hand towels, at 
least two Christmas gifts, nightgowns, and slips. In 
Cooking they have prepared simple dishes in prepara- 
tion for more advanced work in the fall. 


In grade seven the girls canned and preserved many 
kinds of fruits and vegetables, made conserve, jelly and 
pickles. The remainder of the time in cooking was spent 
preparing wholesome food in preparation for serving 
suppers. Thought was also given to the cost and nu- 
tritive values of the different foods. In sewing grade 
seven made underwear, Christmas gifts, skirts and blouses. 
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In grade eight the canning was carried on similar to 
grade seven. They also prepared such dishes as vege- 
tables, breads, meats, and simple desserts in preparation 
for serving luncheons. In sewing they made underwear, 
Christmas gifts and wash dresses. : 


The High school class had courses in cookery, house- 
hold organization, millinery and clothing. In cookery 
the girls made a more complete study of food values, 
costs, and preparation. They served dinners. In house- 
hold organization the girls learned to select and organize 
a suitable home, also to improve on the plan of a house 
already built. Careful attention was given to the color- 
ings, cost, and furnishings of the home. In sewing the 
girls made one piece of underwear, remodeled and made 
a new dress. In millinery they remodeled and made 
a new hat. 


The girls in the specal grade made many pieces of 
underwear, aprons, and Christmas gifts, not only for 
themselves but other members of their families. 


At Christmas time an exhibition was given of many 
of the articles the girls had made for their gifts. 


I wish to thank the School Board, the Superintendent, 
the teachers, and the parents for their helpful co-opera- 
tion during the year.

On February twentieth, the orchestra, by invitation 
of the Household Economics Department, played be- 
fore the Somersworth Woman’s Club and_ performed 
very creditably. The Department presented them with 
three dollars, and this sum aided quite materially in the 
purchase of necessary music. They have also played 
in two school programs. 


Music Week was observed this year as usual. The 
program given at the Chandler Building was composed 
of solos by difierent members of the orchestra, three 
papers on musical topics by pupils from Mr. Mooney’s 
room, two orchestra selections and songs by the chorus.

realization. | 


It is my aim, as Music Supervisor, to give to every 
child and, consequently, to every parent and school official, 
the best I have to give. Not every child can become 
a soloist or an acceptable performer on some instrument, 
but every child can, at least, be an intelligent and apprecia- 
tive listener, and I do believe that such knowledge will 
be an inspiration through life. |
